H. W. GRADY, the ediior of the At- 
lanta Constitution, 
whose speech at 
the New England dinner in New York 
was received with much favor, when he 
started away carried with him a huge 
market basket in which he had a small 
Newfoundland dog, with which he pro- 
poses to astonish the little Gradys at 
home. 
He was greatly impressed with 
the elaborateness of the New England 
banquet, but still more impressed with 
the reception tendered him as the first 
Southern man to speak before that 
society. 
In talking about Dr. Tal- 
mage's assertion that the typical Ameri- 
can is yet to be born, Mr. Grady said 
that he regarded Abraham Lincoln as a 
typical American, who would never be 
eclipsed in history.

It proved to be the 
prong of the pitchfork and was over 
six inches in length. 
It had taken a 
diagonal course and eluded the sur- 
geon's prob. 
Mr. Lane at'once experi- 
enced relief, and will soon be himself 
again.

HBITBT W. GBADT. 


The attendeince this year was unusually 
large, and included many distinguished men 
of affairs. The list of speakers had been made 
out with care, and included men who have 
achieved distinction in that line, Chauncey 
M. Depew, Horace Russell, Gen. William T. 
Sherman, Maj. Gen. Schofield, Congressman 
William Walter Phelps and Rev, T. Do W i t t 
Talmage being among the number. 
There 
was one name on the list, however, which 
was not very familiar to New Yorkers, W h e n 
President Horace Russell introduced "a repre- 
sentative of the new south," and said in his 
behalf: "Let us let him feel Aow welcome he 
is among us," Henry W . Grady, of Atlanta, 
arose, and for the first time a 
southern 
speaker had stood before the New England 
society. 
They beheld a smooth faced, medi- 
u m sized, youngish and modest looking man, 
who appeared even younger than he was, 
following as he did the matured, gray and 
staid character of Gen. Sherman, who had 
just spoken. 


The audience had not long to wait, 
Mr. 
Grady a t once landed into his subject, "The 
New South," with an ease and grace which at 
once showed that he know what he had to say 
and knew how to say it. 
His style of oratory 
was fresh and of the true southern 
flavor. 
The south has always 
been noted for the 
nnmber of its orators, and many of the great 
speakers in both houses of congress have come 
from that section. 
This fact is largely due to 
its political methods. 
This fact has given, t » 
oratory an impetus which has been the in- 
spiration of eveiy college student. 
Young 
men who aspire to literature or the learned 
professions have perforce recognized the ad- 
vantages of its attainment. 
This inspiration 


AT TRAI NEW KNGIiAND DINNER 
Henry W. Grady had when a college student, 
and although his life has been given to news- 
paper writing and editing, yet tho- gift of 
ready speech which he acquired as a student 
has not been lost. 
Mr. Grady was b o m a t 
Athens, Ga., which is recognized as the classic 
center of the state, it being a university town. 
Education of the higher order has character- 
ized the place for generations. 
Mr. Grady's 
father was a colonel im the Confederate army, 
and Henry was about 10 years old when the 
w a r began. 
He was much impressed with 
the events of that memorable epoch in his 
country's history. 


He was graduated f r o m the University of 
Georgia at the head of his class and chose 
journalism 
as 
his 
profession. 
His 
first 
work in this line was as correspondent of 
The Atlanta 
Constitution, and he gained 
through this medium a local fame as a pun- 
gent and forcible writer. 
He then estab- 
lished The Commercial a t Rome, G a , and 
with that he attracted attuntion as a writer 
of editorial strictures upon current, political 
and economic questions. 
Seeking a wider 
field, he went to Atlanta and became editor 
of The Herald. 
Here he established himself 
as one of the recognized journalists of the 
sontl^ 
The Herald not proving a permanent 
success he became managing editor of The 
Con.stitution, which position he now holda 


His subject, therefore, at the New England 
dinner was one with which he was thoroughly 
familiar, and in which liis deepest sym- 
pathies were aroused. 
And the spirit of 
;ood will toward each other which has com« 
0 fill the public mind in the two sections o£ 
the republic noi-th and south of Mason and 
Dixon« Une gave him abundant inspiration.
